Tho atory which Is printed this morning
whia nbhtaned from a passougor on tha Fringo
Wiltelm 1L, & friepd of the reactionary
party, nnud o man whoss knowledzo of tho
country and its poople may safoly be relied
on. His name did not appear on the passon.
gor list of the steamer, aud his presonce in
New Yorik is probably known to vory few of
his frionds, owing to reasons which he dors
not foel ealled upon o maks publie.

RAVENNA WEECK IAQUIRY.

Some Important Testimony Given Be-
tore the Coroner.

Creveraxn, O, July 7.—There was im-
portant testimony today bafore Coroner
Sherman, who 18 investigating the Erle
wreck at Ravenna,

Car Tuspector S, C. Arnold of Kent testi-
{ied that the freight train left Kent almost
immediately after the passenger traii had
pulled out, and that whon the freight
wus  under way the expross  was
not  wore than two  hundred foot
ahead of it. The spead recorler on

the freight locomotive showed that the train
rau the first threo miles nt the rate of twenty
miles an hour, the fourth twenty-eight and
the fifth and sixth at the rate of thivty miles
an hour and wnen tha eollision occurred it
was going twenty miles an hoar.

Barney Dyer, watchman at the erossing
pbout three miles wert of the wreck, swore
that when the froight passod him the express
wins not moare than a mile nway.

This tostimony, it is said, shows that the

fraight  had  encroached ot least three
miles  on  thoe time of  tho express,
which wWas  running Inle with n
hoenvy train.  The freight  hmd  orders

to run thivty miles an hour, five milos fuster
than schodile time. The testimony, ulso to
i large oxtent exonerates 'red Boynton, the
fingman, as it shows ho had not suffivient
e to li g the froight far enougn back to
stop it,  The story sent out from Pittsburg
lnst might about twelve phisensers boing un-
accounted for, is emphatically deniod by
Conductor Boynton, who, with his aou, the
flagman, testified before the coroner.
